Selectmen’s 'Report 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of West Rutland , Vi. 

Your Selectmen has drawn 64 orders on general ac- 


count amounting to $7,906.81. 

40 orders on town hall account, amounting to $1,021.5 1 
17 orders on sidewalk, “ “ 881.18 

27 orders on state road, “ “ 306.52 

7 orders on dog fund, " “ 128 70 

26 orders on new town house and furniture, 5*384.58 

38 orders on account of outside poor, amounting to 1 ,402. i 2 
31 orders on account of farm poor, amounting to 844.27 


An itemized account of all orders under the heads 
enumerated will be found in the report. We have received 
in rent for town hall building $575.81, a rebate on cancelled 
insurance of $12.35 anc ^ $15.00 for a cow sold off the poor 
farm. Of this amount, $586.35 has been handed to the treas- 
urer and $16.00 paid to W. T. Foley by Order No. 6 on ac- 
count of insane paupers, which order will be found in outside 
poor account. There is also uncollected rents of hall to date 
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of $106,50. The town this year had a severe loss by fire, 
with a comparative small insurance, which leaves onr balance 
on the wrong side of the ledger sheet to the amount of 
$5 ,5 36.24 j which amount with interest on $48,000 town 
bonds amounting to $1,830.00 and one bond of $2,000.00, 
due October 1 st, 1911, an estimate of $2,000,00 for poor 
expense, $1,800.00 for electric light and possibly $1,000.00 
for current expense on a grand list of $18,069.58, will need 
a tax of 75 per cent, for town expense,

In submitting my third annual report, I would call at 
tention to the following facts and problems : 

A New High School Building 

The High School at present labors under the following 
disadvantages : 

1. There is not sufficient room in the present building 
for both the high school and the grades. 

2, We are compelled to use for recitation purposes 
a room which adjoins and opens into the girls basement. 
This is unfortunate both from a moral and hygenic stand- 
point. In short, it is in no way a proper recitation room, 
both on account of its location and conveniences, and should 
not be used as such. The only use to which the room 
should be put is as a part of the girls' basement. But there 
is no other place these recitations can be held unless classes 
are conducted on the front steps* 

3* The equipment of the high school, especially as far 
as seats and desks are concerned, is out of date and old 
fashioned — and unworthy of an up-to-date high school. 

4. Our courses of study are not broad enough, and do 
not give all the children what they need and demand, nor can 
they be made broader in our present cramped quarters. 
We should have a commercial course, so that our boys and 
girls would not need to go to Rutland to secure instruction 
in bookkeeping, commercial arithmetic, stenography and 
typewriting, with the heavy expense for tuition, ($io per 
month) meals and fares. 

5* We have had four principals in the last four years 
two of the three changes being made because we could not 
pay as large a salary as they were offered elsewhere* This 
has tended to disorganize the school, as it takes time for a 
new principal to become acquainted with the work. 

6. The association of the high school with the grade 
pupils in the same building, especially where the play 
grounds and basements are small is unfortunate for both. 

The above mentioned conditions re-act upon the 
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scholars and prevent the growth of a good, healthy, high 
school spirit. All of them, except that of salary, would be 
done away with, if we had a separate high school building. 
With such a building, the following results would be brought 
about. 

First. A larger and a growing high school. 

Second. A high school with a better spirit, and a 
better attitude toward study and books and right conduct 
and good citizenship. 

Third, A high school with a good established Busi- 
ness course, which would make it unnecessary for boys and 
girls to go out of town. 

Fourth. A high school of which the scholars and 
citizens would be thoroughly proud. 

Fifth, Boys and girls, with such incentives, would 
remain longer in school and the number of those who leave 
school at 15, would diminish. 

Sixth, There would be more room for the grades — 
which we much need— and we would thus be able to do 
better work. There are at present 400 children in the 
high school building with small playgrounds and basements 
far too small for this large number. 

Therefore, I would recommend to your committee, and 
to the citizens of West Rutland that steps be at once taken, 
looking to the purchase of a site for such high school build- 
ing and the erection of such a building, as will be up-to- 
date and modern in every particular. Dollars and cents 
are not of the first importance when we are considering the 
education of our children. 

Savings Bank Accounts 

To teach boys and girls to be economical, to save 
money, is the duty of every parent, the privilege of every 
school. We intend to make this a part of the school woik. 
The plan is as f o 11 o ws : E ac h Mo n d ay m or n in g , t h e boys 
and girls bring to the teacher any amount of money they 
have saved. When any one child has saved one dollar, the 
teacher opens an account in the name of the child in the 
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West Rutland Trust Co. The teacher makes additional de- 
posits when the money brought to her by any child again 
amounts to one dollar. We all know the most difficult 
thing to do is to save the first dollar. Thus far this scheme 
has been tried in five different rooms with the following re- 
sults to February 1 :

Vacation School 

At the close of each school year, there are always 
some children whose work has not been satisfactory in some 
studies. They may be deficient in one, two or possibly 
three subjects. Heretofore, one of two results has followed. 
Either the child has not been promoted at all or he has 
been promoted on trial. Of tire latter number, a large 
majority are unable to do the work of the grade, are a 
handicap to the class, become discouraged, and fail of pro- 
motion the following year. 1 believe that, if these children 
were placed in charge of a competent teacher immediately 
after the close of school in June and were instructed in the 
subject or subjects in which they were deficient, that a good 
percentage would be able to be promoted and at the end of 
tire following year would be able to do the work of the next 
higher- grade. Therefore, 1 would recommend that such a 
school be organized at the end of this school year for a 
period not exceeding four weeks. 

In General 

i. Beginning with the Spring term of 1910, the children 
in the first grade, Dist, 21, were divided into two section, 
one of which attended school in the morning only— the 
other in the afternoon only. Under this plan, the morning 
division of the first month becomes the afternoon division of 
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the second month — and so on. The results have been like 
those in other places where the same plan is followed — viz. : 
greater progress of the grade as a whole, and, what is of 
equal importance, doing away with the very bad practise of 
keeping five year old children in a close, stuffy school room 
five hours per day. The half day session plan is now being 
tried in grade II. 

2. Every grade has “over age” children, that is, chil- 
dren who are at least one year older than the average age 
of the grade. We are endeavoring to reduce the number of 
children of this class by forming separate classes and also 
giving individual instruction. The vacation school will also 
help along this line. 

3. At the suggestion of your superintendent, a bill 
providing for half fare for school children on all trolley lines 
was introduced into the recent legislature. This bill became 
a law and went into effect February 1. It means a saving 
for example, of $7 a year to each girl attending the Normal 
school from West Rutland and about one- third on each 
ticket purchased by school children. Ten tickets can be 
purchased for 25 cents. 

4. Our attendance is very good, indeed, and compares 
most favorably with any place in the state of the same or 
greater population. For the year ending April i, 1910, it 
was 95 per cent. ; spring term 1910, 95.6 per cent. ; fall term 
1910 , 9S-&5 per cent. 

5. As Fair Haven did not desire to continue the joint 
arrangement as to music and drawing, it was necessary to 
employ some one who could teach both subjects. We were 
fortunate in securing Miss Ethel J. Faulkner for this work. 

6. We are expending 60 cents per year for text 
books for each pupil. The average expenditure in the state 
is 80 cents and in many places more than one dollar. 

7. The teachers deserve all the commendation I can 
give them. They are working earnestly and conscientiously 
and securing better results with each term. Several of them 
have given help to children on work not directly connected 
with their own grade, as well as on their own grade work.

During the year ending February 15, 1911, there 
have been 7,496 books loaned from the West Rutland Li- 
brary. This is an increase of 981 over the number loaned 
in the year ending February 15, 1910, and is the largest 
yearly circulation since the opening of the library.
